The Supreme Court said 
Monday that Powell denied bail to Calley in a decision 
containing only one wrord: “ Denied." Calley s case has 
gone to the top of the military justice system and his 
conviction has been upheld all along the way. He is now 
serving a 1-year sentence in the prison at Ft. Leavenworth 
Kansas, for the deaths of at least 22 Vietnamese

Sirica Rejects Defense Pleas 
Watergate Trail To Begin Sept. 9 


WASHINGTON (UPC 
U S 
District Judge John J Sirica 
has rejected defense pleas to 
delay the start of the Watergate 
co ver up and conspiracy trial 
He ordered it to begin as 
scheduled Sept 9 
After listening to defense 
arguments to delay the trial at 
a 50-minute hearing Monday, 
Sireia told lawyers for the 
defendants, “There’s no ¡better 
time to hear and try this ease 
than right now This case will 
be called for trial at 9:30 a.m. 
September 9.” 
Attorneys for four of the six 
defendants —including former 
attorney general John 
N. 
Mitchell and ex-White House 
aides HR. Ha Idem an and John 
D, Ehrlichman —said they 
would appeal the ruling. 
They insisted that President 
Nixon’s August. 9 resignation 
had hurt chances for their 


clients to get a fair trial and 
said they had not had enough 
time to review the tapes the 
Supreme Court ordered! Nixon 
to turn over federal proseeu 
tors. 
Sirica disagreed “The pub 
I icily already has died down,” 
he said. "You can pick up the 
Washington Post and hardly 
find a Watergate story ” 
Lawyers for former Deputy 
Attorney General Robert C. 
Mardian and Gordon Straehan, 
Haldeman’s assistant, also 
asked for the delay. But a 
fornler Ni xon ca n ipaign la m y er, 
Kenneth W Parkinson, opposed 
the delay. 
Sirica asked, the lawyers 
whether they expected him to 
be the judge of when the 
climate mould be right for a 
trial, and they replied yes. 
“I think it’s right, right 
now,” Sirica said He said he 


wanted a speedy trial and 
mould hold court sessions from 
9:30 a.m to 4:30 pm for the 
first month of the trial and 
even consider evening sessions 
m order to wind it up before 
Christmas. 
“1 want to see the end! of this 
some time,” Sirica said. ‘ I 
think the public wants that 
too.” 


Meanwhile, a federal subpo 
ena ordering former President 
Nixon to appear as a witness at 
the trial Sept. 9 in Ehrlich 
man’s behalf arrived in the 
mail at the U S. Marshal s 
office m los Angeles.

Rising postal costs a re a threat to the free flow of public 
opinion, says the consum er m agazine, “ E v e ry b o d y ’s 
M oney.” 
An editorial in the m agazine’s cu rren t issue u rges its 
read ers to support a bill introduced by Rep. Harold 
Froehlich (R-Wis.) which would provide postage-free 
mail service for people to their elected re p rese n tativ es in 
Washington. 
This would give the citizens the s a m e free postage 
rights that senators and congressm en have. It would, say s 
the editorial, open the door to m ore “ in p u t” from the 
public and m ore responsibility on the p art of our elected 
representatives “ in this era of d istru st in governm ent at 
all levels.” 
The m agazine notes that since first-class postage went 
up to 10 cents it has eceived m uch less mail and wonders 
if it could be that its re a d e rs have sw orn off letters to the 
editors a s one w ay of fighting inflation. 
The Republic has noticed no sim ila r decline in L etters 
to the Editor, but then w e d o n ’t keep track of the num ber 
arriving by m ail a s c o m p a re d w ith the n u m b er deposited 
on the ed ito r’s desk — acco m p an ied by conversation and 
som etim es a little debate. 
“Sooner or la te r ,” sa y s the m agazine editorial, “ con­ 
sistent postage in cre ases a r e bound to have an adverse 
effect on freedom of expression, an d hence, our entire 
political p ro c e ss.” 
T h ere’s little doubt that free postage would encourage 
the sending of a lot m o re m essages to W ashington. The 
question is, how m any of them would really be necessary 
and co n stru c tiv e ? 
D espite inflation, if a person has a beef he thinks is 
im p o rta n t — or even a com plim ent — it would seem that 
he can still afford a dim e for a stam p. 
A nyw ay, nothing in this world is “ free.” To subsidize 
free m ail to W ashington, the Postal Service would 
probably just tu rn around and raise the rate s on all other 
mail.

G overnor O tis R. B o w en 


■ In recent weeks, publicity about 
railro a d s ¡has ce n te re d on the 
abrupt closing of major Penn-Cen­ 
tral routes for safety reasons. S e v­ 
eral pages could be devoted to that 
episode but it is not the purpose of 
this column. 


The key issue remains the reor­ 
ganization of the bankrupt Eastern 
and Midwestern railroads. It is im­ 
portant that we get a good reor­ 
ganization and get it promptly. 


The w hole problem has been 
clouded by court decisions and 
com plicated by the furor created 
when the Department of Transpor­ 
tation report recommended whole­ 
sale route abandonments. 


The controversy created by that 
report has made it difficult to get a 
clear picture of what is happening. 


It’s possible that the courts have 
p laced serious obstacles in the 
path of a good reorganization. 
Congress ¡may have to adjust the 
legislation. Furthermore, because 
of the magnitude of the task, it will 
be tough to meet the deadlines. 


But if those difficulties are over­ 
com e, the prospects for a good 
reorganization could be brighter. I 
recently talked with top officials of 
the U.S. Railway Association — the 
federal agency which is super­ 
vising the reoganization process — 


and was heartened by the discus­ 
sions. 


U SRA in not in favor of a major 
abandonment program and I think 
they’ll be receptive to a reasonable 
approach. My Rail Task Force is 
wrapping up work on its analysis of 
all Penn-Central lines in the state. 
It appears that there are some 
routes which simply won't measure 
up. Some abandonments will occur 
and the state administration will 
work with the affected shippers to 
make the transition as smooth as 
possible. 


But the lion’s share of rail lines 
warrant retention. A few of them, 
whose operations are marginal, 
clearly would be profitable if the 
lines were modernized. 
Indiana is well ahead of most 
states in coping with rail problems. 
But we cannot overlook the need 
for the earliest possible settlement 
of the reorganization. Until the new 
system is determined, there will be 
econom ic uncertainty. The Penn- 
Central system, continues to deteri­ 
orate and won’t get better until the 
reorganization becomes final. Res­ 
toration of quality rail service on 
Penn-Cent ral lines is still several 
years away. 
Time will work against us. That 
is why it is important to push for­ 
ward as rapidly as possible.

intend to minimize Kissinger’s 
ability and tireless devotion to 
duly 
However, these observers 
simply believe that the com hi 
nation of circumstances which 
made possible the spectacular 
diplomatic success of the Nixon 
years, and catapulted Kissinger 
to fame in his role as chief 
executive officer for foreign 
policy, no longer exists 
Even administration officials 
acknowledge that the major 
effort on the diplomatic front 
during the next two years must 
be devoted to preserving the 
gains already made in impro v e 
ment of relations with China 
and Russia 
while seeking 
arrangements in the Middle 
East to reduce the possibility of 
renewed conflict 
President 
Ford, also has talked of his hope 
to end the fighting in Southeast 
Asia, which was supposed to 
have been over 18 months ago 
However, all of the foregoing 
object i ves constitute di plom a. t it:
